THE DUTCH IN AFRICA. 


Some of the Queerest Customs of 
the Thrifty Boers. 


What a Wide-Awake Traveler Sawin the 
Congo woo sce How Its Citizens Are 
Vic by Quark Doctors 
ae Religious Fervor. 


The traveler (I speak, writes a corre- 


—— | spondent of the St. James’ Gazette, of the 
one who is supposed to understand Boer 


speech and habits) arrives at a farm-house 
in, gay, the Orange Free State. A farm- 
house may bave one field of forage and a 
stone kraal; otherwise the farm is open 
country. He will not off saddle his horse 
without receiving permission; this having 
been asked for and granted, the farmer 
leads bim tbrough the half doors of the 
main apartment. There is home made fur- 
niture, numerous pink and white paper 
flowers, and painted on the walls vases of 
fruit like those seen depicted on the London 
pavements. The visitor will proceed to 
| shake hands, commencing with the stout 
Vrauw and ending with the baby in arms. 
This is not the English “ handshake,” but 
a resting of palm within palm. The coffee, 
which is made from sunrise to sunset, is 
then brought in in bowls, tobacco pouches 
and conversation, which 
seldom varies,commences.

rushing stream the wagons are camped, 


perhaps tents are pitched, and domestic life 
goes on as usual. Fowlscluck among the 
wild grasses, and the cows are milked be- 
neath the shadows of mighty mountains. 
The general belief in the excellence of Boer 
shooting is no delusion. 

The people are excessively fond of music 
and dancing; concertina, harmonium and 
tiddie are their delight. A withered Hot- 
tentot dwarf will draw a strain from the 
sole of an old shoe strung with sine’v, and 
men and maidens will vigorously dance to 
it for bours. For dancing there is no touch- 
ing the English Afrikander, and his meas- 
ures seem quite original. The Boers have 
a bad character for pilfering. When the 
men and the women enter an up country 
store they are allowed to carry off small 
goods like sweets or ribbons, which they 
unconsciously pay for in the bill. The 
farmers are not often rich in money, their 
wool crops being mortgaged sometimes to 
the stores for two seasons ahead. “Young 
bloods’’ are independent and wild.

WORKING THE “QUEER.” 


How This Business Was Carried 
on During the War. 


An Inexperienced Detective’s Remarkable 
Success in Unearthing a Gang of 
Counterfeiters—Army Officers 
and Soldiers Implicated. 

The amount of counterfeit money in cir- 
culation at the close of the war was some- 
tning appailing. Counterfeiting began 
with the first greenback and shinplaster is- 
sued, and though the Government officials 


broke up many gangs during the war, five 


new ones started in where an old one was 
dispersed. It was a safer busjuess than 
ever before and more profitable than it 
will ever be again, unless we have another 
war. Much of the stuff was worked off 
through sold:ers, and it was only the very 
prudent citizen at home who stopped to 
scan and criticize his money. 

In the spring of 1864 thirty thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of counterfeits were sent to one 
Indiana regiment in the field, and scarcely 
any attempt was made by the recipients 
—thirty or forty in number—to con the 
fact. At the same time a citizen who was 
atthe front to sell postage stamps and sta- 
tionery to the boys was quietly selling coun- 
terfe:t one-dollar bills for fifty-five cents 
each. One brigade, as I had positive know!- 
edge, purchased eighteen thousand dollars’ 
worth of the * goods ”’ inside of three days. 

rhe soldiers purchased this money on 
the same principle that a respectable, law- 
abiding citizen smuggies a suit of clothes 
across the border. It was not considered a 
cfilme in any sense, and many instances 
came to my, knowledge where commissioned 
officers were as deep in the mire as private 
soldiers. Indeed, a paymaster was said to 
nave paid out several thousand dollars’ 
worth of counterfeits to the troops in the reg- 
ular way. A secret service detective finally 
appeared in camp, and I was detailed to as- 
sist bim in securing clews and pointers. 
Such was our luck that I was discharged 
from the service in the field and taken into 
the bureau at Washington. 

As a soldier and “ one of the boys,” I had 
but little trouble in ascertaining where the 
counterfeit money came from. It was 
made in several Northern States, but the 
most perfect bills came from Mitchell 
County, Ind. I got hold of a circular which 
read that perfect counterfeit one and two- 
dollar bills, warranted to pass apy where 
as genuine, could be had at sixty cents on 
ihe dollar by addressing “J. E. M, Shoals, 
Mitcheil County, Ind.’’ I wrote to this ad- 
dress from our camp in the Shenandoah, 
ar<i inside of a week received twenty one 
dollar bills. They were fully up to the 
guarantee. I could have passed every one 
ofthem on the sutier. When I therefore 
reported in Washington for duty I was 
ailready to move on the enemy. I was 
green in the detective business,of course, but 
asthere happened to bearush of business 
pistthen 1 was ordered off to Indiana on 
my own hook, and that almost without in- 
structions. I first visited Madison and New 
A'banyv, but not a counterfeit was afloat and 
not a person could be found who knew of 
any thing wrong at Shoals. I then pro- 
ceeded to the town direct, giving out that I 
was looking for a location to start a big 
cooperage business. 

[had madeup my mind that the post- 
master had something to do with the busi- 
ness, but I changed it as soon as I saw him. 
He was an old man, sinple minded and 
honest from top to bottom. As he was the 
ownerof the piece ofland which I had 
thoughts of buying, | wasin his company, 
more or less, inside and outside the office. 
He had never, so far ashe knew, been 
stuck with @ counterfeit, and none of the 
dDusiness mén In the place had any trouble. 
This satisfied me that my pointers were 
only skin deep. Whilethe gang used the 
Shoals post.office their headquarters might 
be a long distance away. 

My lay was to keep my eyes open for “J. 
F. M..”’ and a whole week went by before I 
made adiscovery I was at the office every 
iime the mail came in, but no one inquired 
fur those initials. Correspondents were 
pot tolu to address in care of any box, but I 
was satisfied the letters were placed im 
one by pers:stent observation I got to see 
trost ol the mail taken out, and une day I 
sa'y the postmaster throw seven letters 
asi ic as he sorted the mail. Thed were 
aftesward placed with as many more, tied 
up in a package and left under the shelfof 
the general delivery window. lhad now to 
see who, called for this package. One 
evening, a quarter of an hour before the of- 
tice closed, @ gaunt-looking woman, poorly 
dressed and walking with a limp, entered 
and approached the window. The postmas- 
ter haoded her the package and asked: 

“Well, is Tom any better?’ 

“A trifle, sir, but pot much,” she replied. 

“He is getting lots of mail?’ 

‘Yes, sir. He does lots of good. The 
soldiers say it is a sure cure every time.”’ 

That evening, as the postmaster and I 
sat together in my room at the hotel, I 
carelessly referred to the woman and her 
sellers. 

“Say. the day will come when Uncle Sam 
will give that family a pension,’’ he replied. 

“For what reason?’’ 

“For caring for the health of so many of 
his bovs down atthe front. That woman's 
husband is luid up with a fever-sore. They 
live out here about seven miles. They make 
asort of porous plaster out of roots and 
tallow which will prevent any one from tak- 
ing cold if worn on the chest. This plaster 
will drive out rheumatism or neuralgia in 
two hours,and is a great thing to heal 
hurts and wounds.”’ 

“Do they have any sale here?’’ I asked. 

“No, I guess not. The folks laugh at 
them, but they go off like hot cakes in the 
army.” 

“ Then he sells a good many?’ 

“ He sometimes gets fifty letters a week, 
and each one with fiftg cents inside.” 

“He and the wife live alone, eh?’’ 

“No. They havea nephew with them, I 
believe. He is said to be a young man from 
Ohio who was drafted into the army, and 
rao away to escape service. I guess he is 
knocking about the woods most of the 
time.”

Each 
proceeded to Shoals by his own route, and 
as many strangers were coming and going, 
the presence of our party provoked no un- 
usual comment. 

During my absence Mrs. Ro berts had re- 
ceived two big mails and posted one, and 
nothing hadoccurred to create alarm. On 
the day after our arrival she came in with 
fifteen letters and took out twenty-nine. It 
was in the evening, and the four of us were 
on the road to the Roberts cabin within an 
hour. I had seen the messenger come and 
go by daylight, but that might have been 
an exception. When we reached the place 
we posted ourselves so that no one could 
approach or leave without being seen, and 
though the lights were out before eleven 
o'clock we remained alert until broad day- 
light. It was ten o’clock in the forenoon 
before Roberts hung up the sheepskin and 
a quarter totwelve before the messenger 
arrived. It was the same uncouth fellow 
I had seen on the other occasio d he re- 
ceived the mail of the night fore and 
handed out a packet of letters to be posted.

All 
the circulars sent to the Army of the Ten- 
nessee referred would-be purchase:s to an 
address at New Albany. The Army of the 


Potomac was supplied from Shoals.’ The | 


troops in the Southwest were supplied from 
Madison. 

The messenger stated that the boat would 
be at a certain point about six miles away 
at ten o'clock that night, and we were on 
hand to board and capture her. There were 
four men aboard, one of whom had charge 
of the correspondence. He hada snug lit- 
tle office fitted up, bought postage stamps 
by the hundred, and had about bim a 
bushel of compromising documeats. 
The receipts must have averaged #300 or 
more per day, and among the letters 
ordering the “‘queer’’ were epistles from 
several Captains and a Major. The wessen- 
ger knew no one outside the boat. Roberts 
and his wife knew only the messenger. 
Man and wife gota regular salary of filteen 
dollars per week, while the messenger cot 
twenty dollars. Of the four oa the boat not 
one would betray his comrades, and so we 
did not get the printers and engravers at 
that haul. We got about thirty thousand 
dollars in counterfeit money, over one thou- 
sand dollars in gold and a mass of evidence 
which raided the armies and put a decided 
stop to the business which had so loag 
flourished. Several officers were court 
martialed and dismissed, and a number of 
supposed respectable citizens along the 
river found it healthy to remove to distant 
points. 

Two years later, when a gang of counter- 
feiters in Rhode Island was broken up, and 
two of the slickest captured, one of them, 
who went by the name of “Frenchy,” told 
me that he printed all the money used along 
the Ohio up to the date of my raid, and that 
the printing was done within a square of 
a police station in Louisville. He said that 
the gang included at least seventy-five men, 
some of whom were city or county officials, 
coal dealers, steamboat men and grocers, 
and the profits of each one amounted to at 
least fifty dollars per week. Out of the 
pull only two men were sent to prison, but 
it ended the business at once along the 
river.—N. Y, jue. “
